a quicker reaction time, but they 
were also less variable. The group 
te&ted consisted of men and wom­ 
en selected from the students of 
George W ashington university , who 
had come from all over the coun­ 
try . 
Precaution was taken so that 
they averaged the same, so far as 
previous experience was concern­ 
ed.” 
The statem ent say s that the av­ 
erage reaction tim e of the 10 col­ 
lege women was .56 of a second, 
w hile that of 25 men from the 
sam e institution was .59 or a sec­ 
ond. 
The mean variability of the 
women was .17 of a second, while 
tha t of the men w as .22 of a second. 
Gunshots as Signals 
T he tests were carried out w ith 
an automobile w ith two revolvers 
m ounted on the under side of the 
running board. 
One revolver was 
fired by the exam iner as a signal 
for the" driver to apply the brakes 
and the other was fired autom at­ 
ically when the initial m otion to 
apply the brake pedal w as made. 
The" shells w ere loaded w ith red 
lead so that, when either revolver 
w as fired, a bright red spot was 
made on the road. 
The distance 
betw een the tw o spots, combined 
with the rate at which the m achine 
was going, gave the reaction time. 
"Speaking 
of 
reaction 
tim e,” 
said Dr. Moss, "it is only another 
way of asking how long it takes the 
driver to apply the brakes or make 
any 
other 
necessary 
m ovem ent 
after he sees danger- The average 
tim e for 57 individuals w as found 
to be .54 of a second, some ranging 
as low as .31 of a second and some 
as high as 1.1 seconds. 
How im­ 
portant this tim e elem ent is may 
be guaged from the fact tha t a per­ 
son w ith a reaction tim e of 1.5 sec­ 
onds in a car going 30 miles an 
honr will have traveled 6 6 feet from 
the tim e he sees the danger till he 
gets his foot on the brake. 
If he 
has a reaction tim e of half a second 
the car will travel only 22 feet. Dr. 
Moss does not attach any im por­ 
tance to the popular belief that 
women are em otional and therefore 
liable to lose their head 
in 
an 
emergency . 
H e said. 
"T here is no basis for the as­ 
sertion tha t women are more lia­ 
ble to lose their head. 
It is large­ 
ly a my th that society has fostered 
by play ing up the idea tha t women 
are expected to be emotional. There 
is no phy sical reason why they 
should be.” 
Strength Element Negligible 
There was a time when superior 
strength was a factor in favor of 
men driving, but this is no longer 
true. 
Dr. Moss takes the position 
that the modern ty pe of m achinery 
is 
such 
tha t 
the 
elem ent 
of 
strength is hardly called into play 
at all and may be regarded as neg­ 
ligible as compared w ith speed of 
reaction and intelligence. 
"Knowledge of the m echanics of 
a car is im portant,’’ he said, "but 
there is no reason to believe that 
men are essentially 
be tter 
me­ 
chanics than women. 
It is just 
a question of their going to the 
trouble to learn. 
One only need 
mention their skill with the sewing 
machine, on rifle team s and with 
the telegraph clicker to show that 
the inherent aptitude is there.”

Church of 
England 
accuse 
the 
other faction, called the 
“ Anglo- 
Catholics,” with recent negotiations 
with representatives of the Church 
of Rome. 
Both factions are now 
an 
in­ 
tegral part of the Church of E n g ­ 
land. the Anglo-Catholics corres­ 
ponding closely with 
the 
“ high 
Episcopal churches in the United 
States, and the Protestants with 
the “ low ” Episcopalians. 
Bu t in 
the event of a definite break be­ 
tween the factions it is generally 
believed that the Anglo-Catholics 
w ill establish an identity w ith the 
Roman Catholic church. 
Many Conventions 
London, and southern England 
especially, are right now the scene 
of numerous conventions that the 
Anglo-Catholics 
are 
holding 
to 
bring supporters to their standard 
and the strength that they are de­ 
veloping in the last few months 
has alarmed the Protestant Ep is­ 
copalians and aroused them to bit­ 
ter antagonism. 
Introduction into their services, 
by the Anglo-Catholics, of the use 
of the “ confessional” the “ adoration 
of the saints ” incense, and other 
rituals closely allied to forms in 
use in the Roman Catholic church 
has precipitated on their head a 
storm of attacks. 
On the other hand the Anglo- 
Catholics claim that the services 
of the Church of England, as now 
conducted according to their pres­ 
ent form of ecclesiastical rituals, 


1m s lost its hold on the people. 
Congregations, they say, are fading 
away. 
There is no general inter­ 
est in the churches nor in church 
work. 
Unless something is done to 
offset the declining 
interest 
in 
church services there is 
nothing 
save disaster ahead for the Church 
of England. 
Reintroduce Confession 
So, to reestablish a hold on men’s 
minds they have reintroduced the 
confessional, and made the 
ser­ 
vices more dignified and im pressive 
through resort to robes and formal 
rites. 
But, say they, they 
have 
done this in moderation. 
In the words of one of the leaders 
of the movement: 
“ W e desire most earnestly to de­ 
clare that the intention 
of 
the 
Anglo-Catholic 
movement in the 
English church is certainly not to 
resuscitate 
a 
Catholicism 
con­ 
taminated by all sorts of supersti­ 
tion and vitiated by sacerdotalism, 
and permeated by a belief that the 
priest has m agical powers. 
“ None of these things can be 
fairly ascribed to the leading theo­ 
logians, bishops and teachers in 
this new movement. 
They desire 
Catholicism dissociated from all 
pervisions of its genuine nature 
Sacerdotal it is in a representative 
sense, but not in a literal sense. 
“ And w hile we do not deny the 
liability of this movement like any 
other to m anifest incongruities and 
mistakes, yet we demand that like 
any other religious movement, it 
should be judged by its best .and 
most intelligent manifestations. 
This moderate statement of the 
Anglo-Catholic aims, while not all 
acceptable, 
say 
the 
Protestant- 
Episeopalians, might pass if the 
xAnglo-Catholics really did exercise 
moderation in the extension of the 
use of rituals and form, but from 
the start they have made, there is 
danger, they say. that they 
w ill 
out-Catholic the Roman Catholics. 
“ Rome is watching the movement 
with Intense interest,” declared one 
of the Protestants. 
“ It is but a 
step from this to an attempt to 
hand over the Church of England 
to the pope.” 
One of the amazing phases of 
the movement is that it is not a 
movement on the part of the laity, 
but one initiated almost solely by 
the clergy involved in the Anglo- 
Catholic 
ranks. 
The 
English 
church as a whole would never sub­ 
m it to the control of Roman rule, 
but there is very grave danger that 
the ranks of the church may split 
on this question, and a not negligi­ 
ble faction of the church ally itself 
w ith the pope.”
